grand jury investigating alleged 
subversive activities, were beinff 
sought. 


:.Aformal statementby the,Com- 


munist party, released a few minutes 
before the seven were arraigned, 
denied the charges and characterized 
them as a "monstrous frame-up." 


One of the group was arrested and 


arraigned in Detroit, Mich, tonight. 
He was Carl Winters, 41, chairman 
of the Michigan State council of 
the Communist party and a member 
of the party's national committee. 


The others were taken into cus- 


tody in New York-City. All those 
arraigned here entered pleafls of in- 
nocent, and the same plea was en- 
tered for Winters on Detroit.
